| Eerie Voice Answers Three Ques- 


tions Briefly, Then Shaking 
Figure Glides Away, For- 
ever, Tis Said. — 


New York, Oct. $1.—(Special. The New 
York Sun this morning prints the following 
account of an interview granted by Mrs 
Mary Baker G. Eddy to.a party of newspa- 
per representatives at her home in Canes. 
N. B... yesterday: - 

“Mary Baker Eddy is alive, but ola and 
feeble, and suffering from some complaint 
like palsy which makes her head and hands 
She gave probably the last inter- 
view of her life this afternoon to eleven re- 
porters from Boston and New York. and 
now, in the words of one of her household 


‘the gates of Pleasant View are closed for- 


ever.” 

“ Ever since Sunday, when a New York 
newspaper came out with a story to the 
effect that Mrs. Eddy was under the control 
of her household and that Mrs. Pamelia 
Leonard, a healer of Brooklyn, was imperson- 
ating the leader of Christian Science on her 
daily drive, the city (Concord, N. H.) has 
been full of reporters. H. Cornell Wilson, 
Christian Science press agent for New York 
and vicinity, arrived. Manday morning and 
stood between the reporters and the house- 
hold at Pleasant View. Archibald McLellan, 
editor of the official Christian Science pub- 
lications, came up to help, and L. C. Strang, 
the local man, also was on the job. . , 

“‘The first reporters to arrive demanded 
an interview. Wilson stood them off, declar- 
ing last night Mrs. Eddy was busy and the 
story hadn’t yet been called to her attention. 
He announced he might have something 
important to say if the reporters would 
meet him at noon today at the Eagie hotel. 
At il o'clock he appeared with a list of report- 
ers he proposed to admit. Four of five of 
those present were not on the Hst. 


Two Reporters Barred Out.

Over the face rose 
a mass of perfectly white hair, crowned by 
a white bonnet. 


Shakes as with Palsy. 

‘She was enfolded in a huge black velvet 
and ermine cloak. She was grasping the 
curtains with cone hand; Calvin Frye, her 
secretary, stood at the other elbow. Both 
hands were shaking, her head and lower lip 
constantly trembled a little, as with a slight 
palsy. The spokeswoman began at once on 
the first question.

JURY ‘TO act ‘ON EVIDENCE. 


Charges Against Federal Officials to 
Be Renewed. 


ene 


The “ Peoria scandal” was put up to 
United States District Attorney Sims yes- 
terday with the demand, that he take the 
evidence and bring the federal officials to a 
hearing before a grand jury. 

After nine months of delay the Peoria “ cru- 
saders”’ find that their chances of “ purify- 
ing ”’ the federal offices in that city will not 
amount to much unless they can get a 
“change of venue.’ 

In the hope of persuading the Chicago of- 
ficials that the case was crying for justice 
Lucas I. Butts, county clerk of Peoria coun- 


‘ty and leader in the Peoria purity movement, 


laid the case before Attorney Sims. He was 
informed that the Chicago official stood 
ready to act the moment the evidence was 
laid jbefore them. 


Sims Wants to See Evidence. 

** As soon as the case has been brought be- 
fore me properly I shall take it to the grand 
jury,”" Mr. Sims told Mr. Butts. Col. James 
BE, Stuart, postoffice inspector, had direction 
of the investigation which gathered the evi- 
dence against the Peoria officials charged 
with misconduct. Butts nowds endravoring 
to have him transfer the evidence from Dis- 
trict Attorney W. A. Northcott at Springfield 
to Attorney Sims in Chicago. 

Butts asserts that there is no hope of get- 
ting any action out of Northcott, because 
of the close combination which exists among 
the federal officeholders accused of wrong- 
doing. — 

The charges involve former Postmaster 
William E. Hull and Congressman‘ J. V. 
Graff in alleged pay roll stuffing and 
illegal contract fetting, and inv olve Internal 
Reyenue Collector Rennick in another series 
of charges. 

An investigation of the postoffice charges 
was made by postoffice inspectors, and the 
evidence collected by them was turned over 
in January to District Attorney Northcott, 
in whose district Peoria lies. 

After nine months’ delay Mr. Northcott 
came so far to life in the matter that 
he wrote a letter to Mr. Butts explaining 
that a technicality barred him from under- 
taking the prosecution of the men concerned 
im the inquiry. 


Northcott’s Letter Mentions Spite. 

Mr. Northcott now explains that the of- 
fenses mentioned in the charges were com- 
mitted before March 3, 1906, at which time 
the boundaries of the district were changed 
and that it falls properly to the Chicago 
authorities to bring the matter to a bering. 
This explanatory letter, written nine months 
after the completion of the investigation by 
the postoffice inepectors, is to Mr. Butts and 
is as follows:

Put Overalls on Boys and Aprons on 
Girls and Make Them Hustle.

Dean Wilbur 8. Jackman of the University 
of Chicago has a solution for the school jan- 
itor problem. 

Banish the jandtor and let the girls and boys 
do his work, is his advice, 

Provide the girls with large aprons and 
the boys with overalle and set them to work, 
he urges) 

“ Parents, generally, aré ready to attribute 
their own success in life to some form of labor 
which circumstances made necessary, but 
curiously enough, they are usually anxious to 
shield their children from simflar sturdy in- 
fluences,”” he writes. ‘‘ They desire their 
children to have a smoother road than the 
one which they traveled themselves. 


Pupils Should Clean the School. 

‘In. a school properly organised there are 
as many duties to be done * around the 
house’ as there are for the children to per- 
form in a well regulated home. There is no 
natural division, in kind; between the work 
of the janitor and much of that which the 
pupils should do, if the highest efficiency of 
the. schoo! is to be secured. 

“To this end the girls should be pro- 
vided with large aprons and the boys with 
overalls, that they may meet these duties 
with dispatch and without the necessity. of 
soiling their clothes. . Every part of the 
building’ should be In charge of a group of 
pupils who are responsible for its condition, 
and there should be definitely appointed times 
when all such matters should receive atten- 
tion.” 

Boy Who Carves His Initial. 

Prof. Jackman also vindicated the boy who 
carved his initials in the desk, deciaring it 
showed an affection for his school. In this 
connection he writes: 

‘‘ Since schools began on this earth chil- 
dren in various but feeble ways have showed 
a devotion to their institution that has been 
little appreciated. The carving of a cross or 
other symbol on his deek, or the scratching 
of his name on a window pane, is the chilés 
rudimentary through abortive method of ex- 
pressing an affection for the school that 
might easily be fanned into the flame of 
worthy zervicea 

“What any one actually lives with, into 
that he must and will in some way put him- 
self. The soft pine wood of the degks and 
the smooth glass of the windows were the 
extent of his opportunities for impressing 
himself in the schools of the past.”

Prof. Hill, who isa member of the politica 
economy department, and instructor in rail- 
way courgees, spoke before the usual weekly 
meeting, of the philosophy college, composed 
of. the men students of the first two years. 

“The IlHinois Central has been managed 
honestly and with conservatism so far as 
rafiroads go,”” he said. “It now is in a good 
financial position. : 

** Here, then, is an opportunity for ite di- 
rectors to reorganize it and refinance it as the 
Alton, the Rock Island, and the Burlington 
have been, and to sell its securities to the 
public in such a way as to make millions of 
doHars. This is what Harriman is struggling 
to do. 

“The interests of the shipper and the in- 
vestor are endangered in such an inside 
manipulation. Seven groups of men operate 
more than. two-thirds of the railroads of the 
country. Since this consolidation was effect- 
ed in 1900 freight rates, which were steadily.

State bank,. was 
brought back from the Joliet penitentiary 
yesterday and for four hoyrs last night ‘ne 
interrogated his former clerks. He was as- 
sisting Assistant State’s Attorneys Harry | 
Olson and Barbour in preparing for the prose- | 
cution of his former cashier, Henry W. Her- 
ing, whose trial is expected to begin today 
before Judge Pinckney. 

“Tell the truth, John," said. Stensiand, 
who had been brought from the penitentiary 
“ Nothing but the truth will 
be availing. That is my wish.”’ 

He *was speaking to John Gullicksen, who 
was assistant paying teller in the bank. 

From the various witnesses it was brought 
out for the first time thet tracing paper had 
been used in the bank by Cashier Heritig. 
He alone had access to fit, and he used it. 
The witnesses told this to the assistant state’s 
attorneys under the compelling talk and gaze 
of their former employer. They had refused 
to give the same information before. 


Last Link in Chain of Proof. 


This was the last link by the state 
im the prosecution. of Hering. Stensland al- 
ways claimed that Hering was the forger 
and was entirely responsible for me guilt and 
vownfall. 

“ You will be aiding me if you tell the truth 
—the whole truth,’ said the former banker.

From this 
point they will follow Tongue river north- 
ward. to the Cheyenne reservation unless 
stopped by the soldiers. 

It ig figured that the Indians at the rate 
they were traveling will encounter either 
the troops leaving Sheridan in the morning 
in the vieinity of Birney, fifty-five miles 
northeast, or the troops from Fort Keogh, 
near Ashland, some time Thursday. 


Utes in Strong Position. 


A telephone message from Arvada stated 
that the renegade Utes are intrenched in a 
strong position in the hills adjacent to Ar- 
vada and that the Tenth and Sixth cavalry 
troops are reconnoitering preparatory. to 
closing in on the redskins. Apparently the

Washihgton, DD.“ C., Oct. 80.—Bome impor- 
tant. rulings were announced today. by the 
department of agriculture under the meat 
inspection law. The rulings come under the 
heads of “Transportation,” ‘ Casings,” 
“ Labels,” and “ Definitions.” -The rulings 
“provide as follows: 

“No shipment of meat or meat food prod- 
ucts shall be accepted for transportation in 
interstate commerce by any carrier until the 
carrier has received from the shipper a cer- 
tificate in one of the forms prescribed in the 
regulations. 

“When it ie desired to divert a shipment 
of inspected and marked meat or meat food 
pro@uct from the origina: destination. such 
diversion may. be made without reinspectior 
if a new certificate showing the changed 
oestination be given to the carrier by the 


owner or shipper. 

“The right of the farmer to ship In inter- 
state.or foreign commerce the carcasses of 
animals slaughtered on the farm is a right 
personal to the farmer, and applies to the 
shipment of carcasses of such animals in in- 
terstate or foreigh commerce only when such 
carcasses are shipped by- the farmer or his 
gent. 

Curb on. Wholesalers. 

*“* Wholesale dealers who are not acting as 
agents for farmers, but who own carcasses of 
animals slaughtered by a farmer on the farm, 
may not reship said carcasses in interstate or 
foreigh commerce. 

‘*Reshipments of inspected meat and meat 
food products which are-sound and whole- 
some at the time of reshipment may be made 
without reinepection when the meat or meat 
food products have not been pressed, other 
than: by smoking, since they were originally 
shipped. 

“ The transportation of meat or meat food 
products from one point in a state or terri- 
tory to another point in the same state or 
territory, when in course of shipment the 
meat -or mea: food product is taken through 
another state or territory, is interstate com- 
merce an¢ brings the transportation within 
the scope of the meat inspection law and reg- 
ulations. 

“Tnfilled casings shal be regarded as 
containers and not as meat food products, but 
wher such casings are to be exported to a 
foreigr country which requires a certificate 
showing that the casings are products of ani- 
mals which were freé from contagious dis- 
ease at the time of slaughter the neceseary 
stamps and a certificate will be issued by the 
inspector in charge
